SIAMESE POPULAR TRADITIONS. 
—_—_e—__ ; 
‘The Revue Indo-Chinotse (klanoi) is an ex- 


which suggests rather strongly that there is 
more literary vitality amongst the French than 
amongst any other nation in the Far East. In 
its issue of the 31st March, the Revue Jndo- 
Chinoise publishes an article by M. C, Hardouin 
entitled “Traditions et superstitions Sia- 
moises,” which is not the least interesting of 
its contents, We translate the following :— 

“From the point of view of superstitious 
heliefs, the Siamese yield in nothing to their 
neighbours, the Cambodians, the Annamites, 
and the Chinese. For them the stars, the 
planets, the vault of heaven are the abode of 
" Thevadas,” sods and goddesses of the Indian 
mythology. “ham the people, though converted 
lo Buddhism, still venerate. The terrestrial 
world is haunted by a legion of “Phi,” a 
generic term commonly employed to denote 
spirits as well as demons and geneii, who, 
both one and the others, have the power of 
intervening in the existence of morals, more 
ofien 19 trouble their peace than aid their 
prosperity, Shared by all classes of society, 
hy the ma: darins" as by the common people, 
these ides have exercised and still exercise a 
very . reat influence on manners public and 

rivate. The Buddhist doctrine, whose teach- 
ings fepudiate all superstition, docs not seem 
lo have mozified them even superficially, 
Thus it is that they are sven practising at the 
same time the cult of Buddha and that of the 
“Dhi, and rendering to sorcerers and to con- 
jurers the same veneratian as to bonzes. 

Under the denomination of “Phi tai hong” 
the Siamese include the spirits of all those who 
have succumbed to a terrible malady such as 
cholera and malignant fits (aceds pernicienx), | 
to poison, to a murderous attack, to the bites of 
serpents or tawny heasts, to blows, delivered 
by the horns of buffuloes, the defence of eleph- 
ants, the fall of a tree or a tile,-in short every 
cause having an accidental or fortuitous char- 
acter. These different kinds of violent death, 
in striking (he popular imagination, have given 
birth to this belief that the victims have not 
quitted this world with their full will and that, 
vonsequently, their unresting spirits seek to 
avenge themselves on the near survivors of the 
misfortune which has deprived them so pre- 
maturely af the enjoyments of life, This belief 
together with that other idea derived from the 
Buddhist doctiine that the souls of the dead do 
not incarnate themselves anew until after the 
complete destruction of the moztal remains, 
has, moreover, produced the custom of preser- 
ving buried for some time the bodies of per- 
sons dying in consequence of an extraordinary 
cause or event; while the corpse exists the 
spirit remaing, so to speak, attached to the 
place of sepulture, and time, which extinguishes 
little by little the hatreds of human beings, has 
likewise the quality of appeasing wrath beyond 
the tomb, This hypothesis, nevertheless, does 
not appear to completely reassure those who 
inhab t the house in which the death has taken 
place, where the fear of seeing the spirit of the: 
dead return to torment the sick and the feeble 
lasts fora long time and gives rise to certain 
pract ces intended to pratect from its vengence. 
Vo they celebrate in the house some fete, a 
top-knot cutting ceremony, da they give a feast 
there? They hasten to prop.tiate the spirit in 
a short praver inviting it to 1ake part in the a 
joicinirorm it of the fact they weyrnn STEW 
itself clement; in short. in the least circum: 
stances of lif’ they invoke it, at the same 
the bonzes and offer- 


cellently produc.d and ably edited magazine 


iamese, who call them "Chao phum thi, 
literally, masters of the house, Their cult 
appears general; in the palaces of princes and 
mandarins asin more humble cases, one seés at 
the entrance gate, fixed on a post or a stake, 
a sort of allar more or less great, more or 
less rich, and having the form of a postico 
of a pagoda; in the interior one sees thrown 
pell-mell statuettes in potters carth or in 
pasteboard, powdered with gilded spangles, 

ainted in bright colours, ‘and representing 
Brahman divinities-er personages of the theatre, 
pastry, flowers, young cocoanut, prepared rice, 
etc, These offerings are made to obtain the 
recovery of a member of the family, or on the 
occasion of the construction of a new building 
on the ground, 

The Chinese, whose intercourse with Siam 
goes back several centuries, have braught into 
the country the cult of the * Taa kong" a sort 
of tutelary geneii, who live, according to them, 
on the summit of mountains and in the trunks 
of gigantic trees. Altars, having the same 
form as those above described, planted on the 
ground or fixed to the sides of trees, are 
dedicated to them ;a quantity of little objects 
in clay or wood are placed there or hung up in 
witness af the veneration of passers-by, or in 
tetum for some favour solicited, such as 
recovery from a sickness, the revelation in a 
dream of the winning number in a lottery, 
success in a commercial speculation, ete. 
These gencii, which the Siamese honour with 
the title of "Chao," seigneurs, do not always 
confine themselves in the dwelling of their 
choice; they have the travelling humour and 
move voluntarily fora stay in the country, tak- 
ing for coursers tigers, crocodiles, or venomous 
serpents. So, the presence of these animals 
or reptiles being ascertained, immediately the 
people hasten to erect there an altarto the 
geneii whom they have transported; and it is 

by reason of this belief that one sees hung in 

thickets or on branches on the banks of streams 
or canals little shrines always assuming the 
consecrated form of the portico of a pagoda. 

In the remainder of his interesting paper 
M, Hardouin deals with popular beliefs in 
demons.

being taken in Hongkang to ensure that only 
* the best and healthiest class of labourer shall 
+ Yeave these shores, Some time since we 
S alluded to the excellent accommodation pro- 
» vided for recruits at Yaumati, and referred to 
the care and attention which the authorities: 
_ were exhibiting. [It was also pointed out that 
other quarters were being erected away from 
unhealthy surroundings, where the possibility 
of an outbreak of contazious disease .was 
reduced to a minimum, and where the men 
* would be closely watched. It was for this 
reason alone that Mr, William Cowan, for 
many years the Protector of Chinese at Perak, 

Federated Malay Stutes,.and now the Emigra- 

tion Agent for the Transvaal, pushed on the 
completion of the buildings at Laichikok, which, 

a few days ago, were taken possession of by 

nearly eighteen hundred intending emigrants. 
: Indeed, so anxious was he (o get the labourers 
+ “away from all risk of disease that, within ten 
days, the ground was cleared and the camp 
ready for occupation, The land secured juts 
out into the sea at Laichikok, and is on the site 
of the old Imperial Mariime Customs station 
and Yamen. {tishere that Mr. Cowan, De. J. 
H. Swan, and Mr F, Andres are engaged from 
early morn till late at night attending to the 
thousand and one oud details directed to ensur- 
ing that not only shall a healthy body of men 
embark for South Africa, but that there shall 
be no misunderstanding ou the part of those 
selected for emigration regarding the terms 
and nature of the contract of service. This 
the coolies are required to sign on passing the 
final medical examination, . 
MEDICAL PARADES, 
Indeed, parades for the purpose seem to 
occupy the attention of the surgeon for the 
greater part ol the day, and while they are nol 
engaged with him the emigration agent takes 
tham in hand in order to ascertain whether 
a or not they have been recruited under a 
false impression. Should they be desirous of 
returning home they are at liberty to do so, 
_and Mr. Cowan does not hesitate to hand 
them their fares and permit them to leave, In 
fact, no one is in any way kept in confine- 
ment; each cvolie is at liberty to wander where 
he wills, There are, of course, rules aod re- 
gulations in force which it is essential for the 
health of the camp should be obeyed, Happily 
the coolies require but little supervision and, 
we believe we are corfect in asserting, that, not

turoughout the day and, on saturday, the 
Tweedale steamed towards Larchikok, and 
the cooles began to embark.

Before joining the camp 
each recruit must be examined; hence the

== — Situated on the crest-of a small: promontory, 
the camp, overlooking Stonecutters Island, is 
visible for miles around, and is-exposed to the 
invigorating breezes which at times sweep in 
rs from a wide expanse of sea. A small stone 
"piers juts into deep water at a shellered spot, 
and leads up to the old Custonis station, which 
. is now being used as offices for Mr, Cowen, Dr, 
Swan and their assistants, A short climb, and 
one is at the camp, composed of ten huge 
matsheds encirled by a bamboo barrier. 
Each of these is capable of accommodating 
close upon: joa coolies; but the emigration 
agent is no believer in overctowding, ‘and will 
hot permit of more than one-half this num- 
ber entering into occupation, Consequently" 
the place is kept scrupulously clean and 
as there is a sanitary. staff attached to the 
camp, it would be difficult to find a more 
health collection of Chinese residences in 
the Colony. ‘Ihe recruits are strapping fel- 
lows, looking in the pink of perfection, and 
when a representative of the Zéelegruph called 
at the enclosure just prior to the embarkation of 
the first butch, a happier lot of men would not 
be found throughout the whole of China. Ik 
was carly morning, just after the first meal of 
the dsy, and.as Mr. Cowan and Dr. Swan 
passed from shed to shed the ‘emigrants lined 
up around the interior of the buildings for 
medica) inspection, Each man is carefully 
examined several times a day, and while 
walking along the’line Dr, Swan wilt occasion- 
ally pick out a man, with the remark, “4 never 
passed this chap,” or words to that effect.

DEPARTURE OF THE FIRST 
EMIGRANT SHIP. 

The embarking ol the first baich uf coolies 
finished yesterday, and the 7zweeddule rested 
at anchor with 1,05§ coolies aboard ready to 
depart at daylight to-day. Capt. Milne, with a 
crew of 78 all told, including Dr, F. W. Hail- 
Wright, who accompanies the ship as surgeon- 
supermtendaut, had seen that evetything was in 
order, the vessel had been passed, and it 
remained only for the break of day before the 
anchor was weighed and the voyage com- 
menced. The store of provisions, which has 
been supplied by Wing Kee & Co., is such as 
should make the emigrants lothe to leave the 
dried vegetables, 
pickles, salted eggs, salted fish, ginger, 


flat fish, 
vermicelli, 


tea, flour and many tasty articles 
the majority of thuse aboard have never eaten, 
In addition, instead of the regulation gallon of 
water per day, the coolie will be able to take 
tour times that quantity without resource hay- 
ing to be made to the distilling apparatus. 
Another point to be nated is that the ship is 
treated under the 30 days’ passage regulation, 
and although she can carry 1,935 coolies the 
emigration agent never intends to ship more 
Warr f,600 by her, If fact, nothing has been
